To tke Editor of die Whig fy Courier: 


Can you inform me what the law is ibout get, 


ting possession of tenements, which we own and 
have a right to, when there is a tenant in pos- 
session, who refuses to quit it. This is a matter 
of great interest to me, and ffind it likewise eo 
to majiy others who own real estate. I have a 
house occupied by a family that 1 would gladly 
get rid of. They base no ngbl to stay «nd tk-y 
won't go; and they keep the windows fastened 
whenever I approach. J have consulted diverg 
lawyers about getting possession. They tell 
me that I may bring an action of ejectment and 
go through the usual course of a lawsuit; and 
when I get judgment, 1 may have an execotion 
upon which an officer will be empowered to put 
the rebels out of the house. Or 1 may proceed 
by a more expeditious method called " Forcible 
entry and detainer," which is commenced before 
a Justice. But they tell me that if the tenant 
appeals, or sets up a'titte, it must go to a bigber 
court and take tbe usual course of wtion tfaere ; 
so that 1 don't see that it is much better than 
the other, for my tenant is so condemned obsti- 
nate that 1 have no doubt that he will carry it 
upon pretence of some sort of a Utle or some- 
thing else. Bull don't want to be kept out of 
my huuse a year or two, wait.ng the progress of 
a lawsuit.
